Corn  is  very  sensitive  to  frost,  but  can  be  planted  with  safety  by  the  middle  of 
April,  except  in  sections  that  are  known  to  be  free  from  late  frost.  Moist,  rich  soil  is 
best  for  corn  and  frequent  hoeing  or  cultivation  improves  it.  In  cutting  corn  for  the 
table  it  is  important  that  it  be  picked  at  just  the  right  time.

Cultural  Directions:  Cucum- 
bers succeed  best  if  planted  af- 
ter the  ground  has  become  warm 
in  hills  four  feet  apart.  Prepare 
the  ground  by  mixing  with  the 
soil  a shovel  full  of  well  rotced 
manure  in  the  hills.  When  the 
vines  are  small  they  should  be 
well  sprinkled  with  insect  pow- 
der or  wood  ashes  to  protect 
them  from  bugs  and  beetles. 
When  the  danger  from  insects 
is  past,  thin  out,  leaving  four 
plants  to  the  hill.  Crop  of  Cu- 
cumber Seed  is  very  light  and 
supply  limited.
